Mr. Bennett does not see that anything worth 
while has resulted from the Government acquir- 
ing a majority ownership of the Bank of 
Canada and thereby obtaining control of the 
Bank's policy. By so doing, he says, the Bank 
was loaded up with $5,000,000 of unneeded 
additional capital, and he does not discern evi- 
dence that control has been exercised more than 
it was by his own Government. 

It can hardly have escaped the attention of 
the Opposition leader that conditions in Can- 
ada are somewhat different from those which 


prevailed when he was in office. Product 
prices have gone back most of the way to 
normal, in some cases all the way. More 
people are in gainful employ than at any 


previous time. Credit has come to life again, 
Had these things happened in his time, Mr. 
Bennett would have cited them as proof of the 
soundness of his policy, and might have been 
returned at the general elections in 1935, 

the ownership of the Bank of 
Canada, and Government control over the 
Bank's policy, do not account for all these 
improvements But the improvements have 
come about Because they have come about 
there is less need of monetary action than be- 
fore. And who is to say they have not in degree 
been bvought about by the fact that the Gov- 
ernment holds power to exert monetary control 
if, when and as that seems to be necessary. 

In ordinary times a policeman preserves 
order, not by arresting everybody in sight, but 
by walking down the street, offering a quiet 
word of advice or admonition to whoever seems 
to particularly need it. The show of authority 
is sufficient to keep order and allow business 
to move as usual. 

Maybe the fact that the Government can 
use the Bank of Canada to regulate monetary 
and credit conditions has made the actual exer- 
cise of this power unnecessary thus far. Pri- 
vate interests no longer are supreme as in Mr. 
Bennett's day, and they know it. And while 
money has ceased to be dear, Mr. Bennett is 
witness that this change has come about without 

wielding of the control club.

SENSE IN SPAIN 


Announcements from both Spanish military 
groups point to an early end of the war in Spain. 
The interesting angle, however, is that the 
ghastly war of aerial reprisals which seemed 
destined to develop out of the growing stalemate 
on the Aragon front has apparently been halted, 
The shocking raids on Barcelona have not re- 
cently been repeated, and loyalists seem to have 
stopped with their own retaliatory raid on 
Salamanca. After having read numerous Euro- 
pean dispatches, one is under the impression 
that both sides have finally concluded that the 
business of slaughtering defenceless civilians is 
a military boomerang.—-Le Petit Journal 
(Montreal) 


FOOD STORAGE. 


It should not take the ordinary person long 
to see that unless the nation is prepared to ab- 
andon all efforts to defend itself it must store 
some food. The food we grow ourselves is only 
sufficient to feed about a quarter of the popu- 
lation. Entire self-sufficiency in food is utter- 
ly impossible unless we are prepared to accept a 
savage and permanent cut in the people's stan- 
dard of life. It is frightfully expensive to secure 
even a small increase in the amount of home pro- 
duction. On the other hand, if we try to de- 
pend on imports for all our needs over and above 
home supplies, we shall be badly caught. There 
are 4,000,000 more people to feed in these islands 
than there were in 1914. We have fewer ships of 
our own to carry supplies, and fewer ships to 
defend them. Food storage is thus an indis- 
pensable part of national and civilian defence. 
It is also an unaggressive form of defence, which 
should commend it to all those who rightly are 
anxious that this country should refrain from 
measures that are unnecessarily provocative. 
—London Daily Herald. 

AUSTRALIAN FOREIGN POLICY 

Australia’s distinctive interests revolve 
around two different centres: the Pacific and 
the British Commonwealth of Nations. Our geo- 
graphical position and our economic welfare 
inevitably mean a regional preoccupation with 
the Pacific. In many respects we share parallel 
interests with the United States, and one of the 
recognized planks in our foreign policy must 
be the development Australian-American 
friendship and co-operation. We desire to place 
our trade and other relations with Japan on a 
satisfactory footing. We recognize her economic 
difficulties, but, on the other hand, we cannot 
remain blind to the Japanese aggression which 
has aroused even India to strengthen her de- 
fences, and any potential threat to our security 
reminds us that we can only find safety in co- 
operation with Great Britain, just as our in- 
terests and loyalties are ineluctably bound up 
with the Empire.—Sydney Herald.

The Minister 
for Finance has admitted that remittances sent 
to parents for their own use are taken into ac- 
count in assessing for old age pension purposes 
the means of the parent.—Irish Independent. 
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COPY ENGLAND 

Certainly everything in England is not to 
be copied or imitated. Nevertheless, if we in 
this country had a conception of public life, of 
politics, of preparation of young men for public 
life, such as they have over there, our democracy 
would be less impotent, our parties better bal- 
anced and the leaders of today would think with 
less disquietude of the future,—because they 
would see successors to themselves. There is over 
there such a thing as the will to serve one’s 
country with all one’s powers, all one’s intelli- 
gence, the idea that that is worth while; while 
here and in many other democracies politics, 
except for very rare men, is only a means of 
serving interests, fortune, friends, caste, clientele, 
It is hardly astonishing, then, that in such de- 
mocracies the men of worth and who are dis- 
interested flee nearly always from public life, 
where they will appear as botherers or obstacles 
to so many ambitious people, and that from fall 
to fall, from slide to slide, these democracies 
yield before the pressure of the dictators, cannot 
speak to them firmly, make themselves under- 
stood, reason with them or, succeed in asuring 
peace for a universe in disorder. To speak of 
peace and to impose it, just as to make war, it is 
necessary to be strong. Who will pretend that 
the democracies of today are strong’?—Le Devoir 
(Montreal). 


SOUTH AFRICA PROSPEROUS 

The year 1937 was a most prosperous one for 
the Union of South Africa, despite un- 
favorable stock exchange situation and drought 
conditions, according to a joint report by Mr. G, 
R. Heasman and Mr, J. L. Mutter, Canadian trade 
commissioners in South Africa, appearing in the 
current issue of the Commercial Intelligence 
Journal, Imports attained a new high value, 
amounting to £103,189,598 as compared with 
£86,050,285 in 1936. Exports increased consider- 
ably, amounting to £125,161,525 as compared 
£114,012,322 in 1936. Canada’s share of both the 
imports and exports wil! show an improvement 
over 1936 when the final trade figures are made 
available. The increase in imports from Canada 
into South Africa will probably amount to £500,- 
000, and the Dominion has possibly displaced 
Japan as fourth in importance as a source of 
supply 

Production in gold in 1937 amounted to 11,- 
740,89) fine ounces, 450,800 ounces more than 
the 1946 output and nearly 200,000 ounces more 
than the record output of 1932, The mines of the 
Transvaa! earned £41,699,760 in profits last year 
as against £32,054,29%3 in the previous year and 
£32,461,766 in 1935. Dividends paid to share 
holde during 1937 totalled £17,070,714 as com 
pared with £17,206,439 in 1936

MONDAY—Breakfast: Coddled eggs; Melba 
toast; stewed prunes. Lunch: Steamed arti- 
choke, served with butter; vegetable combina- 
tion salad; whole wheat muffins. Dinner: Meat 
loaf; cooked spinach; grated raw carrot salad; 
small dish of custard. 

TUESDAY—Breakfast: Whole-wheat muffins; 
peanut butter; stewed figs. Lunch: Fresh or 
canned asparagus on toast. Dinner: Spring soup; 
flank steak with vegetables, boiled; chopped 
cabbage and celery salad; pineapple whip. 

WEDNESDAY--Breakfast: French 
Melba toast; Stewed raisins. Lunch:

Judging from the tone 
of your letter you are worried lest you undergo 
sudden heart failure. It would be best to get 
the matter settled as you may be worrying 
needlessly.

| Bank of Canada should be to issue 


all currency and contfol the use 
of credit, considered in terms of 
public need, and would recommend 
the purchase of all private interests 
in the Bank of Canada by the fed- 
era] government.” 

Premier Patterson said during 
debate that he was opposed to a 
central bank assuming operations 
of commercial banks, The Bank 
of Canada now was publicly con- 


portant,” he stated in reply to 
criticism private interests still 
hed a share in ownership of the 
bank's stock. 

Speaking of ability of a central 
bank to affect credit, Mr. Patterson 
said it could only affect credit in a 
“general way,’ and he asserted 
there were greater elements of 
danger in credit inflation than in 
currency inflation.
